FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

Rome, July 24. Upon the 24th and 26th of laft 
Month, ten or twelve Feluccas from Naples had the 
good Fortune to get into the Mouth of the little River 
Baudina, ‘above Terracini, and to jiand fome Provi- 
fions, of which the Neapolitanand Spanifh A:mie. ftcod 
an great Need. It was not the Duke Atrifco, as’ was 
reported, but General de la Vieuville, who was 
detach’d upon the 24th of laft Month with four or 
five Thoufand Men: He march’d into Abruzzo to 
join Col. Vargas, in order to ftop Count Soro’s Pro- 
grefs on that Side. It is certain that the Auftrian Army 
does not advance, and Count Gages keeps firm and in 
ood Order at Velletri. He is making great Works at 
Sermeneta, a Caftle naturally ftrong, in the great Road 
to Naples, which commands the Defiles of Sezze and 
Fondi, and is not above two Potts from Velletri. To 
this Place it is thought he will retire, if he cannot main- 
tain himfelfat Velletri for want of Provifions. : 

Mofcow, June 22. M. de Hohenheltz, the Court of 
Vienna’s Refident here, lately difpatch’d a Courier thi- 
ther, .with Advice that the Emprefs was pleas’d to con- 
tent herfelf with the Satisfaction offer’d her by the 
Queen of Hungary for the Affair of rhe Marguefs de 
Botta. 

Petersboure, July 7. The Privy Council is ftill taken 
up with examining the Marquefs de la Chetardie’s Pa- 
pers. As he has been obdlig’d to return all the Prefents 
[ had receiv’d from the Lmprefs, he has found himfe!f 
under a Neceffity of feiling, for half Value, the ma 
ficent Equipages which a Ship from Rouen brought 
about a Month ago, and which he defign’d to make ufe 
of when he fhould have publick Audience of her Im- 

erial Majeity. It has been diftover'd that this Noble- 
man’s dangerous J rojeéts tended to engage the Emprefs 
to renounce the Alliance renew'd with the Courts of 
Vienna and London, [Quere, Is that Alliance aétually 
renew’d, or is it only talk’d of as yer?] and, in cafe he 
met with no SuccefS, to raife a Rebellion in the Empire, 
in order to fet up the Brunfwick Family again. Nor- 
withftanding the ftrict Enquiry made after the Mar- 
quis de la Chetardie’s Debts at Mofcow, it is found that 
he owes n thing there, having always paid ready 
Money for every thing. The better to fucceed in his 
Defigns, and wriggle himfelf into the Favour of the 
Noblefie of both Sexes, he uftd to promote Grand Af 
femblies, where he treated them with an Elegancy and 
Generofity which they had hitherto been Strangers to, 
and *tis wellknown that his Court remitted him abovea 
Million of Livres fince his Return to this Court. 

Circular Letters have been difpatch’d toallthe Gover- 
nors of Provinces, requiring them to repair to Mofcow 
within a Month, in order to receive from her Imperial 
Majefty’s own Mouth fuch Orders as fhe fhall think fit 
to give them for the Safety of the Empire, 

Hambowg, Fuly 14. It isat Vienna that the Marquefs 
de la Chetardie’s Letters, which weme intercepted in Kuf- 
fia, have been decypher’d. 

Hambourg, July 28. The Vice Admiral Mifchonkow 
commands the Ruflian Squadron, confifting of twelve 
Men of Waranda Frigar, which put to Sea the 23d of 
June, O.S. from Cronitadt; and the Rear Admiral Bars 
that from Revel, which failed the zoth of the fame 
Month, and was compofcd of nine Ships of 76, 66, and 
s4 Guns, Seven Ships are likewife failed from Arch- 
angel. 





Stralund, July 16. The Squadron, which is to carry 
over the Princefs Royal to Sweden, has got out into the 
Road under the Itiand of Rugen: It confifts of fix Men 
of War, befides feveral Frigates and Sloops, under the 
Command of Admiral Count Taube. The Admiral’s 
Ship mounts 115 Guns and 1200 Men, and the who e 
Squadron has about 4000 Sailors and Soldiers on board. 

Francfort, July 26. We hear that the Duke dq’ Harcourt 
atriv’d the 23d Inftant in the Neighbourhood of Meiz 
with the Corps under his Command ; and that the Che- 
valier de Belleitle, Liewtenant-General, is already ad- 
vanc’d as far as Bitfche with a large Body of froops. 
We alfo heat that Prince Charles of Lorrain has detach’d 
a large Body of Forces towa rds the Mountains of Bitfche, 
in order to prevent the Junction of that Corps with 
Marfhal Coigny’s Army. ; : 

Lifle, July 26. The 22d Inftant Count W affenaer was 
at the King’s Levee at Arras, and prefented his Son to 
his Majefty, who receiv’d him_ with great Demonitra- 
tions of Kindnefs. The next Day his Excellency had 
his Audience of Leave of the King, none being prefent 
but the Count d’Argenfon, Miniiter and Secreiary at 
War. Afier that the Count had exprefs’d his great Sa- 
tisfaction in tiie Commiffion. he was honour’d with, to 
which his laft Orders oblig’d him to put an End, and 
had renew’d the Affurances of the Pleafure which the 
States Genesal would always take in cultivating the 
King’s Friendfhip; his Mayfty made Anfwer, That 
noihing co ld be more agreeable to him than the freth 
Affurances he receiv’d from his Mouth of their High 
Mightineiles Senuments. and that he was very forry the 

-fent Situation of Affairs would not permit his Excel- 
lency to ftay longer near his Perfon. After the Audience 
Coun: Waffenaer ftaid a little while in the King’s Anti- 
Chamber, to take his Leave of tne Lords of the Court: 
Soon after his Majefty paf:’d thro’ the Anti-Chamber, 
and bid Adiex to M. Watienaer. 

Ghent, Fuly 26. Marihai Saxe’s Army is ftill behind 
the Lys ina very ftrong Camp, lying between Menin, 
Courtrai and Harlebcck. The French have befides a 
flying Camp near Deynfe 5 but we have juft receiv’d 
Advice tiat 4000 Englifh have pafs’d the Scheld near 
Gavre, in order to endeavour to ditlodge them, and that 
they are to be fuftain’d in this Attempt by fome other 
Troops from the Confederate Army. 

Hague, Fuly 26. According to the Accounts we have 
receiv'd of the Whale-Fifhery, it has been very favour- 
able this Year, our Ships having catch’d 662, the Ham- 
bourghers 45, the Inhabitants of Altena 20, thofe of 
Bremen 18, and thofe of Embden 8. And the Eng- 
lith, (being wifer than their Neighbours, and de{pifing 
fuch paltry Traftick) moxe. 

Amfperdam, July 27. They write from Santa Cruz in 
Barbary of the 5th of June, that a contagious Diftemper 
is broke out there, which carries off ten or twelve ina 
Day, where not more than one ufed to die in a Month. 
We hear it likewife appears again with Violence at 
Morocco, which has occafion’d a great Alarm here ; 
and the more fo, as ’tis fear’d the Moors are ignwrant of 
Precautions neceflary to be taken on fuch melancholy 
Occafions. 

Nancy, Fuly 10. A Courier is juft arriv’d with fecret 
Difpatches. King Staniilaus is fet out for Metz, and 
the Queen for Paris. Their Majefties have remov’d all 
their moit valuable Furniture, &c.: from Luneville and 
this City. Twelve Pieces of Cannon from Lunevilleand 
fixteen trom Metz, have been brought hither, with 
a fuitable Quantity of warlike Stores and a Company of 
Gunners. 

Paris, July 20. The Secretary of the Ruffian Embaffy 
has prefented a Memorial to the Council of State con- 
cerning the Marquefs de la Chetardie. 

Paris, Fuly 24. The Count de St. Severin, late Em- 
baffador to the Court of Sweden, is deftin’d to replace 
the Manjuefs de la Chetardie at the Ruffian Court. 

All the Inhabitants of the open Country in Lorrain 
have been difarm’d, and their Arms fent to the Peafants 
of Alface, on whofe Loyalty theCourt may entirely de- 
pend, as they have on many Occafions given fignal Proofs 
of it. 

Oporto, June 28. An Englifh Privateer, call’d the 
Triumph, commanded by Capt. Coke, brought into this 
River a {mall Spanith Privateer, of four Carriage Guns 
and fifty Men, and the Veffel that fail’d laft from Ferrol 
for the Havanna with Guns and other Stores, which fhe 
took afier a {mall Engagement, attended with no Lofs.
